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This is a decision on applicants' "Renewed Submission Under 37 CFR 1.42," filed in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office on 27 June 2006. 



On 28 April 2006, the Office mailed a Decision On Request Under 37 CFR 1.42 and 
Petition Under 37 CFR 1.182, refusing the request and granting the petition. 

On 27 June 2006, applicants submitted this renewed request under 37 CFR 1 .42. 



Under 35 U.S.C. §117, legal representatives of deceased inventors may make application 
for patent upon compliance with the requirements and on the same terms and conditions 
applicable to the inventor. The "legal representative (executor, administrator, etc.) of the 
deceased inventor may make the necessary oath or declaration, and apply for and obtain the 
patent." 37 CFR 1.42. 

On 23 May 2005, applicants submitted a declaration of the inventors, executed by the 
inventors and the legal representative of Mr. Milstein. The declaration appeared to list the 
information for the inventors, including the Cesar Milstein, but did not list the required 
information for the legal representative, Ms. Celia Prilleltensky Milstein. The 27 June 2006 
declaration satisfies the remaining requirements in 37 CFR 1.497(a)-(b) and 37 CFR 1.42.
